Trudeau, Labor Chief 
Stop at Brink of War 


OTTAWA (CP) — A confrontation between 
Prime Minister Trudeau and labor leader Michel 
Chartrand of Montreal appeared to stop just 
short of blows Monday in a parliamentary 
corridor. 

Trudeau was moving away after a healed 
conversation when Chartrand shouted that the 
prime minister was leaving with his “goons.” 

Trudeau wheeled and said: 

“I don't need anyone to protect myself 
against you.” 

A crowd was in the corridor and men stepi>ed 
between the two. 


During the meeting. Chartrand said Post¬ 
master-General Eric Kicrans should be jailed. 
Kierans just grinned. 

As the meeting ended and participants left 
the room, Oraptrand said a youth was imprisoned 
because he insulted Trudeau. Ity did not 
elaborate: 

Trudeau denied this and said Chartrand was 
inventing things. Chartrand replied with a 
fusillade of accusation. 


“You are raping the population.” hr said. 

“I ddn’t lie. You, you ar«*a Christ of a liar. 

"You are a slave of the United States ... too 
slack to discuss your true problems. 

"Four hundred men have been put out of 
work by your cabinet . . 

Chartrand evidently referred to the Montreal 
postal dispute. 

"There are 5(M>.(KK) men out of work,” he 
went on. 

"?ou are a gang of prostitutes. The 
prostitutes are more respectable than you.” 

Trudeau replied: "You are truly a fanatic."

Chartrand had just called jho prime minister 
a liar and the federal cabinet "prostitutes." 

The exchange followed a meeting of Trudeau 
with Chartrand and other members of the 
Quebec-based Confederation of National Trade 
Unions. 

The confrontation, almost all of it in French, 
came after an acrid meeting between the Quebec 
labor leaders and the government in a room off 
the corridor.

OTTAWA—Prime Minister Trudeau and Cana¬ 
dian iLabor Congress president Donald MacDonald 
Monday had a two-hour, face-to-face confrontation 
on inflation. It was a standoff. 

Neither convinced the other 
nor did either seem to budge 
from dug-in s>ositions. 

In three times now reject¬ 
ing the government's national 
appeal for voluntary wage 
and salary curbs, organized 
labor was "doing nothing" to 
help beat inflation, Trudeau 
charged. 

MacDonald lired back thai 
as far as labor was concerned 
with the call for wage 
restraints, "we couldn't do it 
if we wanted to and we 
wouldn't do it anyway."

WASHINGTON (API — President Nixon de¬ 
clared the five-day-old United States postal strike 
a national emergency Monday and sent the first of 
2,300 unarmed federal troops heading into Now 
York City to help move a mountain of mail. 

Even though troops are 
being sent now only to New 
York City, Nixon said he will 
not hesitate to use them 
elsewhere if necessary. 

The crucial issue in the 
illegal strike, he said, is "the 
survival of government based 
on law.” 

In addition to ordering the 
2,500 air force and army 
tri'ops into New York City, 
the Pentagon called 15,000 
members of the New York 
National Guard to standby 
status. They were ordered to 
report to their armories this 
morning for possible roles 
helping non-striking postal 
employees. 


Hospital Takeovers 


WASHINGTON lUPli The U.S. 

Professional Air Traffic Controllers Organi¬ 
zation Monday warned that a massive "sick¬ 
out" may shut down U.S. airways Wednes¬ 
day. 

In a letter to Defence Secretary Melvin 
i,aird, the 7,500-man union said the slowdown 
would go into effect at 8 a m. Wednesday, in a 
protest over working conditions. 

Robert Sturgill, spokesman for the union, 


said the controllers will report sick or ask for 
leave on the grounds of fatigue. 

In June of 1968, PATCO staged a similar 
walkout which paralysed air traffic at major 
airports around the nation. 

The controllers’ new threat follows 
sus|>onsion of (hrec controllers by the 
Federal Aviation Administration at Baton 
Rouge, La. The controllers have also made 
repeated requests to the FAA for better 
equipment and less overtime work.

go back to their jobs. 

The army promptly set up 
a postal emergency centre in 
the Pentagon. It ordered the 
troops Involved not to crash 
picket lines and to keep in 
mind that the enforcement of 
law and public order remain 
a civil responsibility. 

George Meany, president of 
the AFL-CIO, was critical of 
Nixon’s decision to use troops 
in the post office.

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Practical Appraisal 


\TOUTHFUL QUEBECERS to whom at one time 
1 the idea of separatism had an emotional 
appeal are now commencing to weigh the practical 
results of such a move against the purely idealistic. 
And they have come to the conclusion that they 
would be idiots to risk a change of status without 
any prospect of benefit whatever and a good 
chance of a very much more difficult economic 
future than is promised under the Canadian 
federal system. 

On the CBC’s Weekend program Sunday night 
these young people made a realistic appraisal of 
the national scene and they found: 

That Quebec with 56 seats In the 274-seat 
House of Commons has nearly half the voting 
strength in the cabinet, very obviously dominated 
by. Rierre Elliot Trudeau; and 

That the French language and culture have 
been accepted on a parity with English, as 
evoryone is now adjured to admit. 

They were aware, no doubt, that in the 
preceding 48 hours certain other decisions had 
been announced indicating a favored status for the 
people of their racial origins, including the 
appointment of the distinguished Gerald Fauteux 
as Chief Justice of Canada. 

And on the same day, of course, there was 
given to Montreal editor Jean-Louis Gagnon the 
highly sensitive and potentially influential director¬ 
ship of what is known as Information Canada 
whose function is not yet entirely clear to 
Canadians but which obviously eould be of large 
political importance. Mr. Gagnon is currently co- 
chairman of the commission on bilingualism and 
biculturalism. 

As a reminder of the trend in the nation, the 
famous and battle-honored Goose Squadron (408 
of the RCAF) was phased out in Rivers, Man., and 
its responsibilities turned over to 433e Escadrille 
Tactique de Combat in Bagotville, Que. 

For the record, before it is forgotten, Goose 
Squadron flew 4,610 sorties during the years of its 


war service, lost 158 aircraft and 933 casualties, 
and totalled 210 decorations in the process. The 
433e Escadrille has no battle history. But It Is 
French-speaking. 

These are small items, perhaps, and indi¬ 
vidually are nbt significant. But as a part of the 
whole picture they are very illuminating indeed. 
They indicate how deeply the federal government 
is occupied with the winning of Quebec which, all 
said-and done, is the Liberal power base without 
which it is doubtful that party could continue to be 
a major contender in the political stakes. 

The story of Quebec’s appeasement is a 
tedious and familiar one. But just as a reminder, 
the cost for the rest of the country keeps mounting 
in relation to the contribution of the province to 
the federal treasury. For example, the Ottawa 
government’s contributions to Quebec in the 1967- 
68 fiscal year amounted to more than $880 million 
and to Ontario, for the same period, to $757 
million. 

In that year Quebec paid $659 million to the 
dominion government in income taxes compared 
with Ontario’s $2,074 million. 

In the 1968-69 fiscal year Quebec collected 
over $960 million from Ottawa compared with 
Ontario’s $757 million, although it is calculated the 
latter’s income tax has gained substantially in 
proportion. In the same period, incidentally British 
Columbia got federal aid totalling $207 million, 
compared with $159,000,000 the year previous 
during which B.C. contributed more than half a 
billion in income taxes to the federal treasury. 

It is these little items and the other obvious 
and continuing tokens of. regard with which 
Ottawa, at the expense of the rest of the country, 
hopes to prevail upon the Quebec electorate to 
accept its federal partnership. 

At least the young people on the CBC’s 
Sunday program showed that they are appreciative 
and that separatism, after all, has not the bright 
green look of the federalism which makes Quebec a 
favorite. 


Danger From Oil Tankers 


T HE CONCERN of Esquimalt-Saanich member 
of Parliament David Anderson about the 
possibility that giant tankers will be carrying oil 
from Alaska to Puget Sound after 1972 will 
undoubtedly be shared by all West Coast residents, 
including our r ighbors across the border. 
Mathematically, Mr. Anderson says, “It Is a 
certainty that one day, or one year, one of these 
ships would get in trouble.” The consequences of 
an enormous oil spill in the waters close to 
Vancouver Island are, of course, all too elearty 
imaginable in the light of the disasters that have 
shocked the world in recent years. 

As for the “mathematical certainty," it is 
timely to note a report by the Society for Pollution 
and Environment Control as reviewed the other 
day in the House of Commons by another West 
Coast member, Harold E. Winch of Vancouver 
East: 

.. As I say, a study was made and a report 
was published. I hope it was sent to all members of 
this House, because in the analysis of the problems 
and dangers of oil pollution to Canada they pointed 
out a significant, but I think not too well known 
fact, that in the three years preceding the wreck of 
the Torrey Canyon 91 tankers were stranded in 

I 


various parts of the world and 238 tankers were 
involved in collisions. If we make a breakdown of 
the record of this society, we find that in the world 
at large tankers have been involved In potentially 
serious accidents on an average of twice a week. 
According to the available information, during the 
past 10 years 488 tankers of 30,000 tons dead 
weight or more that are registered with the 
American Bureau of Shipping were involved In 573 
collisions, an average of one a week, and in 43 of 
these accidents oil pollution was a possibility. 

“I think ... we should note the facts which 
are available to us, especially the knowledge that 
the largest number of accidents of tankers 
carrying oil—83 per cent of them in the last 10 
years—occurred either close to shore or In ports, 
areas of the greatest economic, esthetic and 
nutritional importance to mankind. We also have 
to keep in mind that the size of tankers is ever on 
the increase...” ' 

In the circumstances, it would be difficult not 
to agree with Mr. Anderson that there will be an 
urgent need of strong new international regula¬ 
tions on the transport of hazardous products In 
coastal waters, and of new position-reporting and 
traffic control systems.

'T*HE Island of Cyprus 
1 In i permanent state of 
crisis. It ia a place that has 
been blessed by nature and 
cursed by history. Its achieve¬ 
ment of sovereignty in 1960 as 
an Independent republic within 
the British Commonwealth has 
not lifted the curse and its 
continuing crisis la one of the 
world’s anxieties. 

Its president is probably the 
most instantly recognizable 
statesman in the world since he 
ia alio the head of the self- 
governing Cyprus church and 
wears the robes and jewels of 
an Orthodox archbishop. Maka- 
rios is a skilful leader who has 
tried to pursue hit country’s 
best interests and yet there was 
an attempt to ahoot down his 
helicopter with him Inside it 
only a few days ago. 

The attempt was followed by 
the murder of ex-minister Poly- 
carpos-Georgadjis, a hero of the 
struggle for independence 
against the British. There had 
been suspicions that he had 
been involved in a plot to 
murder the archbishop and he 
was under police orders not to 
leave the island. 


The situation arising out of 
this violence ia not simple and it 
has always been clouded by the 
fantastically complicated his¬ 
tory of the place. Cyprus has 
always been a victim or a prize. 
The blood line of most of the 
nations of the Middle Eaat ia 
represented here. It has been 
ruled by Egyptians. Greeks, 
Persians, Romans, Byzantines, 
Crusaders, Venetians and from 
1571 by Muslim Turks. 

The Turks ceded it to Britain 
in 1878 aa an inducement to join 
in an alliance against Russia. 
Queen Victoria’s prime minis¬ 
ter, Benjamin Disraeli, wanted 
it as a sort of vast guard ship 
for the new Suez Canal and the 
route to India. He paid rent for 
it and of course the Cypriots 
were not consulted. When Tur¬ 
key allied herself with Ger¬ 
many in the Firat World War 
Britain simply annexed the 
island. 

But despite their history the 
Cypriots are not a docile people. 
There were moves for inde¬ 
pendence between the war* and 
in the 1930a they burned down 
the residence of the British 
governor. Real rebellion started 
in 1954. The Cypriots proved to 
have a genius for clandestine 
war and after many of the 
innocent and the involved had 
been killed by gun play, bomb 
and execution, the British had 
to leave. So far this la the 
conventional, story of almost 
any British exit under pressure 
from almost any colony. But the 
Cypriot revolution, whose 
figurehead and talisman was 
Archbishop M a k a r i o s , was 
pledged to take Cyprus into full 
union with Greece. In fact, with 
independence, this union has

North Vietnam Cannot Win without Its Vital Sanctuaries 


■ Cambodia New Crisis Centre

North Vietnam cannot win the war if it is de- 
aied either transit through Laos or sanctuary in 
Cambodia to concentrate in safety the output of the 
Ho Chi Minh trail and the supplies that enter through 
JShanuukville and other Cambodian ports. That is 
the real significance of current events in Cambodia. 

Beginning in 1952, when the Viet Minh Invaded Laos 
to instal Prince Souphanavong as the head of a government 
in Laos.

Tet offensive.

Hie Marxist, or left Communists, who were the dominant 
partners in the united front coalition, may now disown the 
parliamentary process. If they do, violence will follow, fuelled 
by arms caches in Calcutta’s rat-infested alleyways and in 
villages all over the Gengal rural areas.

Hie assumption of power by New Delhi has been 
welcomed by all except the Marxists, who claim there is a 
plot to form a government without them. 

The Marxists split from the parent communist party four 
years ago, on the ground that Russia was exerting undue 
pressure on communist policies in India. Hie Marxists 
initially supported the Chinese communist line in interna¬ 
tional affairs.

Strikes, lockouts and physical assault on Industrial 
managers have compelled the removal of factories to areas 
outside West Bengal. 

Squabbles among toe elements of the united front 
reached a bizarre climax when the chief minister. Ajoy 
Mukherjee, an old-style Gandhian, called the Marxists 
"barbarous and uncivilized." The deputy chief minister, 
Marxist Jyoti Basu, took vigorous exception to the charge 
and battle was joined.

President Nixon is weighing an executive order 
that would authorize the Subversive Activities 
Control Board to open hearings on all violent action 
organizations in the United States. 

The order, recommended by Attorney-General 
John Mitchell and strongly endorsed by SACB 
chairman John Mahan, would permit investigation 
of groups, whether or not they are suspected of 
communist connections. SACB inquiries in the past 
have been confined to the communist party and 
suspected front groups. 

The SACB is a five-man quasi-judicial body. It 
does not h^ve authority to prosecute suspected 
subversive organizations, but it does have power to 
identify their motives and connection for the public.

When empty, the gondola is 
righted and the whole line is 
moved ahead. This automatic 
operation is repeated until all 
the coal cars are emptied.

Much more complicated is 
the machinery for stockpiling, 
reclaiming and shiploading. It 
looks like a Rube Goldberg 
construction or a giant Mec¬ 
cano set.

The coal facilities at 
Roberts Bank have been 
Installed by Westshore Ter¬ 
minals Ltd., a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Kaiser 
Resources Ltd.

Kaiser has agreed to supply 
Japan with 5,500,000 tons of 
its Femie coal annually for 15 
years. The coal will be worth 
more than $1 billion. 

In addition to the Femie 
coal, 3,000,000 tons a year 
from Fording River Coal Co. 
will also pass through the 
port. 

Two trains a day will arrive 
from Fernie at the terminal. 
Dumping time for each car is 


only 100 seconds and the train 
can be unloaded in tour hours. 
This means lhat a train at 
coal cars can make a round 
trip from Femie to Roberts 
Bank and back in 72 hours. 

Ships will be loaded at the 
rate at 6,000 long tons an 
hour.

Sex Therapy Could Stop Suicides 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
Psychiatrists fail so dra¬ 
matically in keeping their 
patients from suicide, new 
’kinds of treatment are 
needed—perhaps sex therapy. 

For Instance, most college 
suicides have had psychiatric 
care, many up to the hours 


they killed themselves, the 
third annual conference of the 
American Suicidology Asso¬ 
ciation was told Sunday. 


“Maybe we ought to think 
of other modes of treatment,” 
said Dr. Richard Seiden, a 
behavioral science professor 


at the University of California 
at Berkeley. 

“Maybe what they need is 
sexual therapy.” he said. 
“Sex is an affirmation of life 
over death.” 

Seiden’s remarks were 
made after hearing the report 
of Dr. Michael Peck, of the 


hos Angeles suicide preven¬ 
tion centre about the first 
large study so far concerning 
the distressing numbef of 
collegians who destroy them¬ 
selves. 


Peck said these suicides 
typically come from rather 


normal middle-class families 
In which parents pressure 
their children from high 
achievement. 

“The pattern of withdrawal 
begins in early childhood and 
the distinguishing feature is 
the victim’s social isolation.” 
He said the young self- 
'murderers date less and few 


have experienced sexual 
intercourse. 

"We haven't thought much 
about sexual therapy as a 
way of easing isolation, and 
of course it is very difficult to 
implement ” 

However, he said, some 
practitioners quietly arrange 
sex as medicine.

H. A. Olson. 

In the 1970-71 dairy year be¬ 
ginning AprH 1, Olson said, 
producers of industrial milk will 
get a subsidy of 11.25 a hun¬ 
dredweight cn milk with a 3.5- 
per-cent buttertef content, or 
35.71 cents a pound of butterfat 
for cream, tha tame as the ex¬ 
piring year. 

EXPORT PRICES 

Tha holdback from subsidy to 
support export prices also re¬ 
mains the same, 26 cents a hun¬ 
dredweight for milk and one 
cent a pound for cream. 

But the holdback from sub¬ 
sidy for shipments in excess of 
quota jumps to 51.25 a hundred¬ 
weight from 52 cents on milk 
and goes up to eight cents a 
pound for cream. This year 
cream shippers were not docked 
extra for overquota cream 
shipments. 

NEW POLICY 

Olson said the major con¬ 
sideration in tha new policy is 
the continued dairy production 
in excess of the quantity that 
can be sold at Canadian price 
support levels. 

The surplus of skim milk pow¬ 
der—now at 216,600,000 pounds 
—Is expected to be cut to 
153,700,000 during 1970-71. 
WORLD MARKET

The government was accused 
in the Legislature Monday of 
creating “super high schools" 
rather than regional colleges 
and of loading extra coats upon 
local taxpayers. 


Liberal 1 eader Patrick 
McGeer told the House during 
debate on the principle of 
amendments to the Public 
Schools Act dealing mainly with 
regional colleges, that the gov¬ 
ernment Is misleading the pub¬ 
lic.

New Formula

The B.C. government’s pro¬ 
posed municipal financing 
authority will force municipali¬ 
ties on to the open money 
market with its high interest 
rates, the Legislature was told 
Monday night. 

Alan Williams (L — West 
Vancouver-Howe Sound) said 
the planned move is part of a 
king history of pushing more 
and more burdens onto the 
municipalities wtiile withholding 
measures that would help the 
local governments i n their 
finances. 

BOTH OPPOSED 

Both NDP and Liberal opposi¬ 
tion parties voted against 
second reading of the bill that 
sets up the authority, but it 
passed by a vote of 35 to 17. 

The bill is designed to mobil¬ 
ize finances for construction of 
sewers, pollution abatement and 
water supply facilities. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell said the bill will 
be the first of its kind in North 
America and said that every 
time a municipality wants to 
borrow, it wall have the backing 
of ail other municipalities. 

Opposition Leader Dave Rar- 


poHution as a priority Issue. He 
called for a complete pooling of 
all government borrowing to be 
done in lump sums every five 
years to pay for five-year plans. 

Liberal 1 eader Patrick 
McGeer said the local govern¬ 
ment should be equally entitled 
along with B.C. Hydro and the 
Pacific Great Eastern Railway, 
to borrowing out of pension 1 
funds held in trust by the B.C. 
government. 

‘PLANNING FAVORITES’ 

The government, he said, "is 
playing favorites with its own 
monuments.” The only worth¬ 
while kind of financing authority 
Is one that is "unconditionally 
guaranteed” by the province. 

McGeer said the bill will be 
no guarantee that the muni¬ 
cipalities’ borrowing power will 
be increased. 

Campbell is acting as a 
"whipping boy” for the B.C. 
finance minister, he said. The 
bill is a favor not to the 
municipalities, but to Premier 
Bennett, said McGeer.

Campbell replied later that 
McGeer’s statements were

The minister said In the past 
few years the government has 
established six colleges and two 
more — in the Fraser Valley 
and Kamloops <— are due to 
open this fall. A ninth regional 
college to serve southern Van¬ 
couver Island, Brothers said, 
now is being discussed with 
local school boards. 

The Liberals and the NDP 
opposed approval In principle of 
the bill but it passed into 
committee by a vote of 35 to 16. 

The NDP objections, first 
outlined by Mrs. Eileen Dailly 
(NDP-Burnaby North), are 
based upon opposition to prin¬ 
ciple of local taxation at the 
regional college level. 

■WRONG CONCEPT' 

Robert Strachan (NDP— 
Cowichan Malahat) said it is "a 
wrong concept" to make col¬ 
leges pert of the public school 
system with costs loaded onto 
local taxpayers. 

Dennis Cocke (NDP—New 
Westminster) said the govern¬ 
ment’s attitude toward educa¬

The fee 
includes the coat of inoculation, 
photographs, passport, air fare, 
limousine service to and from 
airports, medical examinations, 
private clinic accommodations 
and the cost of the operation.

d'Estrube. 

He said he had been called 
out to Royal Jubilee Hospital 
that day to see Dallos who 
had been taken to the emer¬ 
gency ward there. 


"I Rather he had made an 
attempt to leap from the 
window in the cafeteria where 
he was having coffee before I 


got I h e r e said Dr. 
d'Estrube. 

He said Dallos was suffer¬ 
ing from schizophrenia of a 
paranoid type.

"I felt he was ill enough to 
be admitted," said Dr, 
d’Estrube. 

"I phoned the Eric Martin 
Institute and found it was 
over-filled and ove r-brim- 
ming. 

"To compound ’matters and 
troubles a window had been 
broken and it diminished the 


hed capacity by yet another 
bed.’’ 

He said he decided that the 
best way to cope with the 
enfergency situation was to 
put Dallos, who was already 
responding tn an intramus¬ 
cular tranquilizer shot, onto) a 
drug program and commit him 
to the care of his family.

Construction Cartridges Disappear 


Better Check Your Child’s Toy Box

An estimated 400 explosive- 
type construction cartridges, 
which could kill if used 
improperly, were stolen from 
the partly-built Arbutus high 
school during the weekend. 
Saanich police disclosed Mon¬ 
day. 

Also stolen were 20(1 pack¬ 
ages of Jet Line, used as a 
projectile in construction, but 
police said these were not 
considered dangerous. 

Deputy Chief R. A. Peter¬ 
son issued a special appeal to 
parents and other citizens to 
report any Information on the 
stolen items at once to 
Saanich police at 388-4321. 


Prime contractor for the 
school is W. Campbell Ltd. 
and the building is rising in 
the area bounded by Finnerty, 
Arbutus, Edgelow and Gordon 
Head. Police said the car¬ 
tridges, in an unknown 
number of boxes, and the Jet 
Line packages disappeared 
from a storage centre in the 
building.

Dallos' brother, Sandor 
Dallos, 1317 Gladstone, said 
his brother had tried many 
times to kill himself. He had 
appeared quite normal on the 
day of his death, but had 
disappeared time when 

the two were cm together. 

Truck driver William Hodg¬ 
son, 3781 Saanich Road, said 
he was driving east on Bay 
Street between 10 and 10:3(1 
a m. March 19, nearing Gov¬ 
ernment Street. 


"I didn't notice Mr Dallos 
standing on the sidewalk. 

"It seemed all at once I 
had a man more or less dive 
under the front of my truck I 
had a look at him diving. I 
immediately hit my brakes 
and came to a stop.” 

He said the man was pinned 
under the dual rear wheels of 
the truck. 

Dallos was pronounced dead 
on arrival at hospital. 

The inquest will continue at 
7:30 p.m. Thursday in the 
Victoria Law Courts.

Zabriskie Point is an out¬ 
look over Death Valley, but 
when Antonioni stands there, 
it becomes an outlook, or 
rattier his outlook, on the 
death wish of alienated 
American youth.

The story line and script 
are fundamentally simple, so 
much so that they have an 
almost Dick and Jane naivete, 
and the viewer is loft wonder¬ 
ing why it took five script 
writers to produce it. 

A boy stole a light airplane 
from a Los Angeles airport 
and went for a joy ride. When 
he returned it he was shot to 
death by waiting policemen. 
That much is fact, and it is 
around this that Antonioni has 
built Zabriskie Point. 

Zabriskie Point is as full of 
cliche characters and cartoon 
images as early morning 
television. Only Antonioni’s 
incredible ability to transform 
ordinary things into objects of 
beauty 6aves Zabriskie Point. 
★ * * 

He is fortunate in having 
Alfio Contini as his director of 
photography. Contini is able 
to capture and hold for an 
instant the stark beauty of 
the desert, a ramshackle 
building, or a clump of trees 
with a magic realism quality 
that would do credit to the 
painters Wyeth or Colville. 

Antonioni sees only the 
facade of unrest and aliena¬ 
tion in North America's young 
people. He sees the crudity 
and agressiveness of advertis¬ 
ing and big business, but he 
apparently is unable to grasp 
the profundity of the nihilistic 
frame of mind that holds the 
American picture.

The cynically inclined might 
conjure up their own dream 
sequence, Antonioni-style, of a 
group of executives at MGM 
saying, "Look, those guys 
made Easy Rider, Medium- 
Cool, and Alice’s Restaurant;

Antonioni saw Zabriskie, 
but he misses the point 
Death Valley Is the lowest 
point in the United States and 
the nadir of Antonioni's bril¬ 
liant career as a director.

It just seems impossible to 
believe that the man who was 

responsible for the cinematic 
invention of BKJw-up could 
also have made this epic of 
banality that is Zabriskie 
Point. The film is errid and 
vacuous.

Certain types of hearing dis¬ 
orders may help to produce 
mental retardation in children, 
the director of the neuropsy¬ 
chological laboratory at the 
University of Iowa Medical 
School said In Victoria last 
weekend. 

Dr. Arthur Benton mentioned 
several classes of specific lan¬ 
guage disabilities In mental 
retardates, but described in 


detail the effects of aphasia, a 
disorder which results in loss or 
impairment of the victim's 
power to use words as symbols 
of Ideas. 

‘•From the neuropsychological 
standpoint," he said, "there is a 
fair amount of evidence sug¬ 
gesting that a central impair¬ 
ment of hearing which is 
expressed in defective proces¬ 
sing of auditory Information 
... is responsible for develop¬ 


mental aphasia of this receptive- 
expressive type." 

The basic Impairment Is 
probably caused by cerebral 
damage involving the ears, he 
told approximately 200 delegates 
to the fifth Neuropsychology 
Workshop at the University of 
I Victoria. 

Benton noted that although 
there are indications that forms 
of developmental language dis¬ 
abilities oewr more frequently 
in retardates than In children of 
higher intelligence, 


it is conceivable that this effect 
would be sufficiently powerful 
to produce a generalized

He suggested that the rela¬ 
tionship between the disability 
and the intellectual leval "may, 
be simply one of concurrence," 
but went on to propose an 
alternative explanation. 

"Bearing in mind the close 
relationship between aphasia 
and mentation (mental activity) 
observed in adult patients," he 
said, "there is the possibility 
that the specific language dis¬ 
ability itself is a significant 
determinant of the global men¬ 
tal sub norm silty. 

"There is substantial evidence 
that aphaaio disorder hampers 
conceptual thinking in the adult 
patient with a history of firmly 
established intellectual habits 
and skills. 

“It is not unreasonable," he 
said, "to conclude that the 
hampering effect of specific 
language disability on the 
growth of intellect in a child 
would be even more severe, and

Study the layout of 
the club suit in this 
deal. When a club 
is led against four 
hearts, a fine declarer 
will duck the first 
round almost without 
thinking 

Ask him why and he 
may be quite unable to 
explain, except to say 
that he has found frtwn 
experience that it's 
generally a good idea 
to duck the first trick 
in this type of deal. 

Undoubtedly it l» a 
good idea, too as can 
readily be appreciated 
by observing what half¬ 
pens when the hand 
was actually played 
and the declarer failed to duck. 

Declarer won the first trick with dummy’s ace of 
clubs, expecting to make eleven tricks with five hearts, 
three spades, a spade ruff and two aces. His initial move 
was to play K-A of trumps, disclosing at 4-1 break. 

Declarer could now expect to make only ten trick* 
but nevertheless the contract still seemed secure and his 
next move was to play A-K of spades and ruff a spade 
on the table. 

But East overruffed with the ten and returned a low 
club, enabling West to win with the jack and play an¬ 
other spade for East to ruff. There was no way to avoid 
a diamond loser and declarer came home with only nine 
tricks. 

Declarer would have made this contract wiihout any 
trouble if he had simply held off the first club lead. He 
could then'have won the next club and proceeded in ex¬ 
actly the same fashion as before. 

, The difference would have been that when East over¬ 
ruffed in spades, he would have been unable to puf West 
In to play ihe kijling fourth round of spades, and de¬ 
clarer would have made ten tricks.

i adet Quarters 
Razed by Fire 


DUNCAN Approximately 
$20,000 damage resulted from 
an early Monday morning fire 
which gutted part of the 
headquarters of the Admiral 
Mainguy Sea Cadet Corps at 
Maple Bay. 

Maple Bay volunteer Fire 
Chief Arthur Lequesne said 
the alarm was sounded at 
4:55 a.m. and four and a half 
minutes later the first fire-' 
fighters arrived at the scene 
with equipment. 


L*quesne said the fire had 
already burned through the 
roof and the entire front part 
of the building was ablaze. 

The chief said his men were 
able to contain the fire but 
half an hour later one truck 
from the North Cowichan, 
Southend, volunteer fire 
brigade was called for assist¬ 
ance under the mutual aid 
program. 

Capt. Ken Spencer, com¬ 
manding officer of the Maple 
Bay sea cadet unit, stated the 
loss was covered by insur¬ 


ance. Some of the equipment 
was saved but some was 
damaged by smoke. 


A former Mainguy Sea 
Cadet Corps commanding 
officer, Doug Barker, who 
until a week ago was presi¬ 
dent of the Cowichan Branch. 
Navy League of Canada, was 
able to save a set of drums 
which had been donated to 
the corps 1 band a few years 
ago. 

His wife said, "Although 
ray husband was sick he went 
down to the barracks as soon 
as he heard about the fire at 
5 a.m. and I and our son went 
along. It was heartbreaking to 
see it go up in flames.” 

★ * * 

Barker had t» go to the 
hospital later Monday suffer¬ 
ing from pneumonia. 

The Maple Bay fire chief 
stated the barracks originally 
came from Sooke. Lequesne, 
in the late forties, had helped 
to dismantle the building for 
the transport to Maple Bay 


where, for a number of yean, 
it was used by a boat building 
firm. 

In 1958 the building was 
given to the local branch of 
the Navy League which spon¬ 
sors the sea cadet corps. 
Since then many parents and 
corps members put in count¬ 
less hours to improve the 
building and a small bore 
indoor rifle range was added. 

The commanding officer 
stated the headquarters will 
be rebuilt and Mrs. Barker 
said, “A number of sea 
cadets have already Indicated 
they wanted to help rebuild 
it.” There are about 50 
youngsters in the corps. 


One of the neighbors said 
she noticed a smoldering 
smell when she went to bed 
at 11 p.m. Sunday but paid no 
further attention to it because 
of several fires people had lit 
at Maple Bay to clean up 
their gardens Sunday after¬ 
noon. The cause of the fire 
has not yet been determined.

NANAIMO — There will be 
strong letters of protest sent 
to Mayor Frank Ney, 
Nanaimj Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. Associated Chambers 
cd Commerce of Vancouver 
Island. British Columbia 
Chamber of Commerce, B.C. 
Festival of Sports committee, 
the Chamber of Commerce of 
Sicamoose to protest what the 
Nanaimo Loyal Order of the 
Bathtub Society alleges is 
theft of the bathtub race.

In that the Nanaimo race 
across Georgia Strait to Van¬ 
couver was the first organized 
race and was the promotional 
stunt for the 1967 Canadian 
centennial celebrations, and 
drew international interest, 
bathtub society members 
were immediately angered. 

They called for a "letter in 


the strongest terms possible” 
to be drafted by legal adviser 
William Currie and copies 
sent out to the above men¬ 
tioned groups. 

Also protested during dis¬ 
cussion was the advertise¬ 
ment of first, second and 
third prizes of $100, $50 and 
$25 respectively. 

The members felt cash 
prizes degraded the original 
intention of bathtub racing as 
originated — for the heck of 
it, an award to have one’s 
name inscribed upon, and the 
honor of wearing the Golden 
Bathtub plug. 

Later, when delegates of 
the Greater Vancouver Sea 
Festival joined the Nanaimo 
group, those delegates agreed 
that the action was a presum¬ 
ption on the Nanaimo race.

Boost 


PORT ALBERNI—Federal 
Fisheries Minister Jack Davis 
has again expressed enthu¬ 
siasm over making the Strait 
of Georgia a marine park. 

The support came in a 
letter of M. J. Corbeii, 
secretary-treasurer of Port 
Alberni Labor Council. 


Corbeii wrote to Davis 
saying the labor council "has 
wholeheartedly endorsed your 
suggestion that the total 
Strait of Georgia should be 
declared a marine park to 
avoid any possibility of oil or 
mineral explorations in the 
strait. 

"It is also our opinion that 
such a marine park would not 
allow any oil tankers or any 
ships, carrying large amounts 
of explosives or poisonous gas 
to travel the waterways of the 
Strait of Georgia.” 


Davis replied that he had 
discussed the proposal with 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
the minister for national 
parks, Jean Chretien "and 
they both agree this is an 
excellent idea. 

"Also, because the bottom 
ol the strait already belongs 
to the people of Canada, it 
will be a simple administra¬ 
tive act to designate it as 
Canada’s 20th national park. 


NORTH COWICHAN-Mrs. 
Patrick Mullins, Mrs. Arthur 
Roberts, and a North Cowi¬ 
chan council member will 
meet with the deputy minister 
of highways, H. T. Miard, at 
10:30 Wednesday morning in 
Victoria to press the necessity 
of an underpass for the Trans 
Canada Highway, approxi¬ 
mately three miles north of 
Duncan.

Hose Planting 


I have been spending quite a bit of 
time and column space on roses this 
spring why you should plant them, 
when to plant, where to plant and what 
kind to plant. After all this theorizing, it 
is about time we gol down to the 
essential business of how to plant a 
rose 

The first instruction I ever had on 
rose planting came from an old Scottish 
professional gardener, who insisted that 
I take out a circular hole some 15 
inches across and eight inches deep. In 
the middle of this flat-bottomed hole. I 
was taught to build a mound of beaten 
earth. The idea was to sit the rose bush 
on this mound with the roots spread out 
evenly, radiating outward and gently 
downward from the centre, then fill in 
the hole and make very firm 
* * ★ 

When I first started writing alxiut 
gardening, I passed this information 
along conscientiously until, a few years 
ago, -l realized that rose bushes had 
changed since my younger days. The 
packaged bushes we buy nowadays 
don’t have roots radiating outward in 
all directions from the centre — they 
are growing more qr less in a bunch 
and pointing only one way, and no 
matter how you fiddle with them, yoy 
just can’t make them spread out evenly 
like the spokes of a wheel. 

I don't know what the modern 
commercial rose grower does to his 
plants to get the roots bunched up and 


sloping off in one direction only I 
suppose it is to make packaging easier. 

I was still puzzling over this when I 
ran across a magazine article by Percy 
Wright of Saskatoon advocating the 
planting of roses on the slant, in a 
squarish hole with a sloping bottom. 
Later, while browsing through the 
Royal Horticultural Sde4ety's excellent 
handbook on roses, I found the same on- 
the-slant method deserved by F. F 
Fairbrother, President of Britain's 
National Rose Society. 

* * ★ 

When two such eminpnt rosarians as 
Mr. Wright and Mr. Fairbrother hit 
upon the same planting technique, while 
working independently half a world 
apart, the method must have merit, and 
in fart- I find it much more effective 
than the older upright planting. 

The idea is to take out a rectangular 
hole 18 inches long by about a foot wide, 
and with a sloping bottom, three inches 
deep at the shallow end to nine inches 
deep at the bottom. Any long or 
straggling roots on the rose are 
shortened and any damaged ones cut 
away. 

The plant is held at the shallow end 
of the hole, with the graft union about 
an inch below soil level, and the roots 
are spread out evenly over the sloping 
floor of the hole. With everything in 
position, filling in can commence. 

Generally shaking, the soil exca¬ 
vated from the planting hole is seldom 


good enough to put buck in “as is." I 
like to mix my fill-in soil with damp 
peat moss, about one part peat to three 
parts soil, plus a good slug of bone 
meal, about I 1 ? cupfuls for each rose. 

Pul a little of this mixture on the 
floor of the slant-bottomed hole, .then 
arrange the rose in the proper position 
and fill in with the prepared soli mix 
over the spread-out roots. When the 
filling-in is about two-thirds completed, 
stop and pour a couple of quarts of 
transplanting or "starter" solution in 
the hole. 

Plain water would serve, actually, 
for the main purpose of pouring liquid 
in the hole is to bring the soil into close 
and intimate contact with the roots, 
which it does more effectively than any 
firming with the feet, A. little mild 
stimulant added to the water, though, 
gets the roots off to a good start. 

★ * * 

There are several preparations on 
the market which perform well as 
transplanting solutions I particularly 
like Alginurc, which is a liquid seaweed 
extract, mixed at the rate of four 
tablespoonfuls per gallon of water. 
Other good ones are.Tranaplantone and 
Dixon’s Vitamin B-l. 

When the solution drains away, 
complete the filling in with loose, dry 
soil on top. No treading is necessary or 
desirable in this method of planting, a* 
the solution will do all the firming 
required.

DUNCAN-Often their skill 
may deckle between life and 
death and despite screaming 
sirens, the men behind the 
wheels of two Duncan ambu¬ 
lances provide a silent service 
for a large community.

There are 
two drivers on 24-hour duty, 
alternating every week. 

One quarter of all calls, 
averaging to about 40 a 
month, are highway accidents 
when quick and skilled action 
is required to comfort Injured 
people or to save lives. Now 
in adequate new quarters 
provided last year by Cowi¬ 
chan Valley Regional Board, 
the ambulance drivers battled 
for many years for better 
accommodation. 

In July 1955, the ambulance 
society was formed and the 
ambulance service was taken 
over from a Duncan firm, 
Kyle Taxi. The first ambu¬ 
lance was a converttd taxi 
and. i n 1957, a second 
machine was added to meet 
the increasing demand. In 
1966, the society bought a 
streamlined modern machine 
which was damaged in an 
an emergency call. 

The vehicle was repaired 
and now the society is 
contemplating replacing its 
second, older ambulance with 
another modem machine, also 
with four beds which wtH cort 
about $8,000 fully equipped. 

One of the veteran drivers, 
John Diron, who has been the 
department since 1958, would 
like to see the regional 
district take over the ambu¬ 
lance service. 

The Duncan men cover the 
area between the Malahat 
and the Chemainus River, 
including the district between 
Duncan and Paid! and the 
Port Renfrew district. Capt. 
Le Roy said there was a 
mutual aid agreement with 
the Ohemainus and Lake 
Cowichan ambulance men 
who pool resources in 
extreme emergencies.

Quietly — and without 
referendum — Sidney council 
has embarked on a sewer 
c o nstruction program, ex* 
pected to cost the taxpayers 
J50.000 a year or five mills 
per year for each ratepayer. 

Mayor Stanley Dear said 
Saturday that plans presented 
to council last year by 
e n gineers Willis, Cunliffe, 
Talt and Company, pointed 
out the urgency of improve¬ 
ments and extensions to the 
present system, which has 
reached capacity. 

★ ★ 

“Council approved In Janu¬ 
ary a proposal to borrow 
5500,000 for a major trunk 
line and sewage treatment 
plant,” said Dear. 

“We have many, many 
problems here, and it is 
essential that something be 
done right away.” 

Dear said there was no 
necessity for a referendum 
where an addition was being 
made to existing systems. 
General feeling in the town, 
he added, was in favor of the 
additions. 

He said that every year 
during winter storms the 
sewers back up into basements 
and overflow at pumping 
stations and manholes in the 
town. 

During high tides sewage 
backs up in the outfalls and 
overflows over beaches. 

“We have been ordered by 
the Greater Victoria Metro¬ 


politan Health Board to elimi¬ 
nate all storm water from ihe 
sanitary sewers to try to 
alleviate this situation," he 
said. “Obviously we can’t do 
it just like that, but we are 
also starting on a storm drain 
program which we hope to 
finance out of general reve¬ 
nue." 

★ ★ ★ 

Dear said a sewage treat¬ 
ment plant will cost the 
municipality 5100,000. 

The plant, to be built In the 
northwest corner of Tulista 
Park, will serve a population 
of 6,000 to 8,000, he said. 
Current population estimates 
put 4,600 people In Sidney, up 
from 3,100 in the 1966 census. 

He said the plant under 
consideration by the town 
could be added to by building 
more units as population 
grows. 

"This will enable us to keep 
costs to a minimum so that 
this population doesn’t have 
to pay for the people expected 
here in another 20 years,” he 
said. 

★ * * 

He said it is expected that 
Sidney will have to repay 
between 540.000 and $50,000 a 
year on its 5500,000 loan. 

“Two mills for us Is about 
519,000, so that will be about 
five mills,” he said. 

The town has asked the 
Capital Regional Board to 
arrange financing, and also to 
apply to the provincial and 


federal governments for any 
grants available for sewage 
trunks and treatment plants. 

“The provincial government 
will pay three-quarters of any 
costs above two mills," he 
said, “But that, I understand 
is for sewage treatment only. 

“I don’t know how much 
help this will be to us, 
although we shall hope for the 
best." 

The mayor said the en¬ 
gineers have been authorized 
to go ahead with the design 
work for the new trunks and 
it is expected that plans will 
be ready this summer. 

★ * ★ 

“I can't really hazard a 
guess when we shall be able 
to start building, let alone a 
date for completion,” he said. 
"I do hope we shall be 
finished before the end of 
1972.” 

He said laterals are already 
in use throughout the town, 
connected to the overcharged 
system, and that only main 
trunks and pumping stations 
are needed. 

Dear said storm drains are 
being built along Resthaven 
Drive, where a $130,000 pro¬ 
ject is nearing completion. 

* * ★ 

“The town’s been growing 
at a tremendous rate, and 
building applications keep 
coming in,” he said. “We 
simply have to make sure we 
have services available, and 
this is something that has 
been neglected."

Andrew Ross said Dallos had 
been admitted to Riverview 
mental hospital in New West¬ 
minster twice and discharged 
on both occasions. 

He first entered the hospital 
in December 1968, staying 
about six weeks, and in that 
time had tried to take his own 
life.

"I didn't notice Mr. Dallos 
standing on the sidewalk. 

"It seemed all at once I 
had a man more or less dive 
under the front of my truck. 1 
had a look at him diving. 1 
immediately hit my brakes 
and came to a stop." 

He said the man was pinned 
under the dual rear wheels of 
the truck. 

Dallos was pronounced dead 
on arrival at hospital.
